and, while doubtless glad to help any 
who were willing to be helped, they 
did not feel called to act as public 
teachers. 

For three months Paul spoke boldly 
in the synagogue at Ephesus, talking 
to them from the Scriptures concerning 
the kingdom of God (verse 8). See 
this great topic elsewhere in the Acts 
in chapters i, 3, 6; vili, 12; xiv, 22; xx, 
25; xxvili, 23, 31, and from other por- 
tions of Scripture seek to understand

| IRRIGATION AND FORESTRY 


Government Should Set Aside the 
Entire Eastern Slope of the 
Rocky Mountains 


Lethbridge.—The Western Canada 
irrigation convention is concluded and 
will meet next year at Kamloops, B.C. 
Interesting papers were given by R. 
H. Campbell, of the department of the 
interior, Ottawa, on “The Relation 
Between Irrigation and Forestry,” and 
C,. W. Peterson, of Calgary, on “The 
Place of Irrigation in Sub-humid Dis- 
tricts.”’ 

Prof. H. W. Campbell, known as 
“Dry Farming Campbell,” also ad- 
dressed the convention, and cleared 
away some erroneous ideas regarding 
his system of soil culture. 

.The convention passed several im- 
portant resolutions. One was to ap- 
point a permanent secretary. The gov- 
ernments of Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia will be asked to issue bulletins 
regarding irrigation, as is done by the 
department of agriculture in the 
United States. Another resolution 
called for placing the responsibility of 
| noxious weeds on irrigation ditches om 
| those responsible for the maintenance 
of the ditches. 

The fourth called for having irriga- 
tion experts on agricultural institute 
staffs. : 

The government will be asked to set 
aside the whole of the eastern slope 
of the Rocky Mountains for forest pre- 
serve in order to save the rivers of 
Alberta. 

The convention urged that the gov- 
ernment and irrigation companies 
come to a working agreement for the 
construction of bridges over ditches 
while the ca8é is being settled in the 
| courts. 
| A resolution to the effect that the 
| agricultural college of Alberta shoul I 
| be located at a point where the nece: - 

sary area of irrigable land can be in- 
cluded in the college farm, in order 
| that students may be given instruction 
| in_the practice and theory of the ar- 
tificial application of water to crons, 
was passed unanimously. The Britis’ 
Columbia government will be urged to 
establish an agricultural college as 
| soon as possible.

The growing interest in the sub- 
ject of forestry on the prairies is 
indicated by the fact that the 
Canadian Forestry Association will 
hold a special meeting to discuss 
this subject in Regina, Sask., on 
September 8rd and 4th next.

For the prevention of fire the following regulations shall be observed in each 


75. 
Village: 


1. No person shall keep on any premises a larger quantity of gunpowder or other 
et oy than twenty-five pounds unless it be stored at least one hundred feet from any 
uilding. 


2. No person shall keep on any premises a greater quantity of kerosene than five 
barrels thereof unless it be stored at least sixty-six feet from any building; 


3. No person shall have or erect on any premises any building built in whole or in 
part of ree CE hay, straw or place on the foof of any building any manure, hay, or straw 
unless such\building be at least one hundred feet distant from any other building in which a 
fire is ever kindled; 


4. No person shall have any stack of grain, hay, straw on any premises within one 
hundred feet of any building in which a fire is ever kindled; 


5. No person shall enter any stable or barn with any. candle or lamp not enclosed in a 
lantern or with a lighted pipe, cigar or cigarette; 


6. No person shall set out fire within fifty feet of any building: 
Provided that any blacksmith may build a fire within fifty feet of his shop for purposes of 
his trade; 


7. No person shall deposit ashes in any wooden container unless it be lined with metal; 


8. All ovens and furnaces shall be properly connected with a chimney of brick, stone 
or concrete at least three feet higher than the building in which such oven or furnace is built; 


9. There shall be a space of at least nine inches between any stovepipe and any parti- 
tion or floor through which it passes unless such stovepipe be surrounded in such partition 
or floor by a thimble of brick, cement or concrete at least two inches in thickness, and of the 
full depth of such partition or floor; and every such stovepipe shall be inserted into a chim- 


ney of brick, stone or concrete; 


10. At least twelve inches shall intervene between any stove in use and the partition 


or wall nearest thereto; 


11. Every proprietor or occupant of any house more than one storey high with a roof 
having a pitch greater than one foot in three shall keep a ladder on such roof near the 


chimney thereof.

EFFECTS OF U.S, TARIFF 


THE NEW BILL WILL AFFECT 
FEW LINES OF COMMERCE 


Important Changes Only Regarding 
Lumber, Hides and Coal, and in 
Other Respects Will Not Likely 
Affect Trade Conditions—Canadian 
Exporters are Assured of a Market 
for all Products 


Ottawa.—Now that the Payne tariff 
bill has finally passed the United 
States congress, its effects upon the 
commercial relationship between Can- 


ada and the republic are being dis- | 


cussed here. The cabinet ministers 
with one exception are out of the city, 
but as was stated at the time of the 
budget speech, developments at Wash- 
ington have been~matched, and what 
action will be taken by the Canadian 
parliament in view of the new tariff 
as relating to this country will be one 


of the first things discussed when the | 


ministers return. 

Those who have closely followed 
events at Washington and scanned the 
schedules of the new tariff, see impor- 
tant changes only as regards lumber, 
hides and coal. In other respects, 
while there are incidental changes, 
they are not of such a character as to 
be likely to materially affect the status 
quo of trade conditions. Generally 
speaking there has been no particular 
changes except in these cases, and the 
prohibitive principle of the McKinley 
tariff has undergone little change. 

The retaliatory duty on wood pulp 
is viewed in the light of a stroke 
against Canada, and its effect will be 
especially felt in Quebec. Viewed on 
the whole with the exception of the 
items mentioned, the new tariff_pro- 
duces little effect upon Canada, While 
anxious to develop trade in all diree- 
tions the Canadian exporter has the 
assurance that whatever barrier other 
countries may erect against him, Bri- 
tish connection and the demands of 
the mother country, along with home 
consumption, ensure a profitable mar- 
ket for practically all his products and 
commodities.
